One of the Purchasers Will Make a 


Tour of the Road. 


AI.HANY, Or., April 8.—A. 15. Ham- 


mond, one of the purchasers of the 
Oregon Pacific railroad, arrived in the 
city today, and will make a tour o£ in- 
apcction over the entire road. 
The 


company will bo reorganized soon, he 
aaid. Papers for incorporation of the 
new company are now being prepared. 
It will be known as the Oiygon Central 
and Eastern railroad. 


Mr. Hammond is naturally pleased^
